Board  Sends  Team  To  Ruschlikon,

Hears  Call  For  Stronger  Support 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  -  The 
Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  dispatched  a  three-oian 
team  to  help  European  Baptists  un¬ 
derstand  the  need  to  assume  greater 
financial  support  of  the  Baptist 
llieological  Seminary  in  Ruschlikon. 
Switzerland. 

Also  at  their  September  meeting, 
board  members  heard  a  strong  plea 
that  Southern  Baptists  back  Bold  Mis¬ 
sion  Thrust  not  only  with  their  lives  but 
also  with  their  dollars. 

Even  amid  reports  of  record 
Cooperative  Program  receipts,  the 
board  grappled  with  ways  to  provide 
more  money  to  meet  rapidly  rising 
cost-of-living  needs  of  missionaries 
overseas  and  to  provide  housing  and 
work  budgets  for  record  numbers  of 
missionaries  going  overseas  this  year. 

J.  D.  Hughey,  secretary  for  Europe, 
the  Middle  Elast.  and  South  Asia,  and 
board  members  Raymond  L.  Spence 
Jr. .  and  M.  Hunter  Riggins  Jr.,  were  to 
leave  Sept.  17  to  meet  with  seminary 
president  Isam  E.  Ballenger  and 
others  in  Ruschlikon  and  than  attend 
the  Sept.  22  session  of  the  European 
Baptist  Federation  Council  in  Vienna. 

At  its  June  meeting,  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  voted  to  provide  a 
maximum  $300,000  subsidy  for  the  in¬ 
ternational  seminary  in  1979  if  the 
European  Council  accepts  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  the  institution. 


Baker  J.  Cauthen.  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  board,  emphasized  at  the 
September  meeting  in  Richmond  that 
"nobody  wants  to  close  the  seminary  .” 
He  said  the  board  cannot  continue  to 
put  a  “disproportionate”  amount  of 
money  into  one  institution,  however, 
when  other  needs  around  the  world  are 
so  pressing. 

Because  of  inflation  and  the  dollar 
decline  in  comparison  with  the  Swiss 
franc,  the  seminary  ran  a  deficit  of 
$M.730  last  year.  Early  this  year  it  was 
estimated  the  seminary  might  run 
$100,000  in  the  red  in  1978. 

Share  The  Paia 

Cauthen  said  the  board  representa¬ 
tives  will  "go  and  listen  and  share  the 
real  pain  that  we  are  experiencing"  in 
having  to  deal  with  this  financial 
crisis. 

The  call  for  stronger  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  financial  support  of  its  Bold  Mis¬ 
sion  Thrust  efforts  to  present  the  gos¬ 
pel  to  everyone  in  the  world  by  the  year 
2000  came  from  R.  Keith  Parts,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  board's  mission  support  divi¬ 
sion.  He  pointed  out  that  this  year's 
10.43  percent  increase  in  Cooperative 
Program  receipts  and  an  11.04  percent 
increase  in  the  1977  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  were  "good  signs.” 

But  he  warned :  "'The  harsh  realities 
of  dollar  devaluation  and  inflation 
make  readily  apparent  the  fact  that 


financial  resources  are  not  escalating 
rapidly  enough  to  match  the  swelling 
tide  of  human  resources.'' 

Parts  said  Southern  Baptists  are 
showing  a  “heightened  awareness”  of 
the  need  for  more  missionaries  and 
are  “praying  forth"  more  mis¬ 
sionaries  this  year  than  “at  any  time  in 
our  history.”  He  said  “It  is  highly 
probable  that  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  (this  year)  will  appoint  well 
beyond  300  for  the  first  time  in  its  his¬ 
tory.”  Last  year  a  record  279  were  ap¬ 
pointed. 

"Money  follows  life."  said  Parts. 
"The  news  must  go  out  that  lives  are 
being  placed  on  the  altar  and  many 
more  are  on  the  way.  If  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  understand  this,  they  will  give" 

During  the  meeting  bo^  members 
voted  $61,800  to  raise  cost-of-living 
support  of  missionaries  in  11  coun¬ 
tries.  with  the  largest  increases  going 
to  Okinawa  and  Japan  where  the  yen 
has  continued  to  gain  ground  against 
the  dollar.  Adjustments  also  were 
granted  to  missionaries  in 
Bangladesh.  Argentina.  Ivory  Coast. 
Malawi.  Switzerland.  Austria,  Cyprus, 
the  Cayman  Islands,  and  Jamaica.

Responding  to  growing  numbers  of 
missionaries  appointed  to  Spanish¬ 
speaking  countries,  the  board  reallo¬ 
cated  $25,000  to  help  furnish  housing 
for  missionaries  attending  the  lan¬ 


guage  school  in  Costa  Rica.  An 
airplane  for  Botswana.  Bibles  for 
Ethiopia  and  an  English-language 
magazine  for  the  young  people  of  east¬ 
ern  and  southern  Africa  were  also  ap¬ 
proved. 

In  keeping  with  Bold  Mission  Thrust 
goals  for  increased  use  of  literature, 
the  board  acted  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  an  area  wide  literature  confer¬ 
ence  held  recently  in  Nairobi.  Kenya. 
The  board  approved  $30,000  for  an 
English-language  magazine  and 
another  $25,000  was  designated  for 
E^lish-language  tracts.  Because  En- 
gli^  is  widely  spoken  in  eastern  and 
southern  Africa  the  literature  can  be 
widely  used.  Preparation  and  publica¬ 
tion  of  Christian  books  for  this  area 
was  approved  along  with  $20,000  to  es¬ 


tablish  a  revolving  fund  for  financing 
them. 

The  board  approved  more  than 
$10,500  for  Bible  distribution  in 
Ethiopia  on  the  basis  of  what  mis¬ 
sionaries  there  called  “an  eagerness 
for  and  acceptance  of  the  Bible.” 

Southern  Baptists  are  now  living  in 
four  different  places  in  Botswana  and 
hope  to  open  additional  wort  in  the 
Kalahari  desert  of  Botswana.  Road 
conditions  often  make  travel  between 
mission  stations  impossible. 

The  board  voted  just  over  $67,000  to 
purchase  an  airplane  to  commute  be¬ 
tween  mission  stations.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  missionary  Donald  Kirkland,  for¬ 
merly  a  missionary  pilot  in  Ethiopia, 
has  transferred  to  Botswana  to  fly  the 
plane.

Board's  church  training  department.

Anderson,  who  derigned  the  success¬ 
ful  ACTION  Sunday  School  enroilment 
plan,  was  tested  by  14  churches  in  Ar¬ 
kansas,  Alabama,  Illinois,  Georgia 
and  South  Carolina.  Also,  pastors  ^ 
other  church  leaders  and  state  church 
training  directors  evaluated  it. 

“All  the  churches  in  the  pilot  prog¬ 
ram  agreed  that  the  plan  works  and  is 
effective  in  enrolling  persons  into  the 
church  training  program,”  Edgemon 
said.  “The  key  factors  in  determining 
whether  members  become  active  par¬ 
ticipants  is  the  material  offered  in 
church  training  and  the  effort  made  to 
get  members  involved.”

TEHERAN,  Iran  IBP)  -  The 
Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  sent  $12,000  in  relief  funds  to 
aid  victims  of  the  Sept.  16  earthquake 
in  Iran,  which  left  more  than  15.000 
Iranians  dead  and  thousands  of  others 
injured  or  homeless. 

James  F.  Kirtendall,  fieid  represen¬ 
tative  for  India.  Iran,  and  Bangladesh, 
phoned  the  board's  home  office  in 
RichmoiKl.  Va..  to  report  that  an  Ira¬ 
nian  representative  was  surveying  the 
disaster  area.  On  the  basis  of  his  re¬ 
commendations.  the  Iranian  mis¬ 
sionaries  wiil  make  decisions  bn  use  of 
the  relief  money  in  consultation  with 
Iranian  Baptist  leaders 

The  earthquake,  which  measured 
7.7  on  the  Richter  Scale,  occurred  in 
northeastern  Iran  It  was  the  strongest 
to  hit  any  area  of  the  earth  thus  far  this 
year 

Kirtendall.  who  lives  in  Teheran, 
said  there  was  no  effect  on  mis¬ 
sionaries  or  their  work,  centered  in 
three  cities  of  northern  and  western 
Iran.  He  said  some  tremors  were  felt 
in  Esfahan,  about  300  miles  west  of 


Tabas,  the  worst-hit  city.  Missionaries 
have  some  work  in  EIsfahan 
James  W.  Cecil,  associate  consul¬ 
tant  for  laymen  overseas,  said  in 
Richmond  that  the  board  has  no  plans 
at  this  time  to  send  any  volunteer  per¬ 
sonnel  to  the  quake  disaster  scene.  He 
said  the  Iranian  government  has  made 
no  requests  for  outside  aid.

Pray  The  Lord  Of  The  Harvest 


harvest,  perishing,  for  lack  of 
reapers. 

Jesus  told  his  disciples  how  to 
get  enough  laborers.  “Pray  ye 
therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest, 
that  he  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  his  harvest.”  What  those  who 
see  the  desperate  need  can  do  is 
pray  for  laborers.  It  is  tnie  that 
we  have  not  laborers  because  we 
ask  not  for  laborers.  When  we  ask 
for  laborers  we  shall  receive 
laborers.  This  was  the  promise  of 
Jesus.  The  burden  for  securing 
laborers  is  placed  by  Jesus’  story 
upon  those  who  see  the  need.  They 
are  to  pray  for  laborers. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  in 
Matthew’s  gospel,  following  the 
instruction  to  pray  for  laborers, 
that  Jesus  calM  the  very  persons 
he  first  gave  the  charge  to  pray 
and  sent  them  forth  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  “go,  preach.” 

How  long  has  it  been  since  your 
church  had  a  serious  prayer  meet¬ 
ing  to  ask  for  laborers  for  the  har¬ 
vest? 

“Pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest.” 


One  of  the  pressing  needs  of  the 
hour  is  for  God’s  people  to  really 
see  the  multitudes  of  this  world, 
pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  and 
go,  preach.  Multitudes  of  people 
toudied  the  heart  of  Jesus.  His 
heart  melted  with  compassion  for 
them.  How  do  the  distressed,  scat¬ 
tered,  shepherdless  multitudes 
affect  us  to^y  ?  If  we  look  at  them 
without  emotion  and  concern, 
why?  If  we  are  the  children  of 
God,  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  dwells  in 
us.  Why  don’t  we  therefore  feel  as 
he  felt? 

Have  we  REALLY  looked  at  the 
multitude,  seriously  and  realisti¬ 
cally?

NASHVILLE.  Sept.  22.  1978  —  The 
local  church  and  tlw  call  of  God  came 
to  the  fore  repeatedly  as  the  Consulta¬ 
tion  on  Women  in  Church-Related  Vo¬ 
cations,  a  first  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  grappled  with  the  place 
for  women  in  Chrikian  witness  today. 

Speaking  during  the  closing  session, 
an  Oklahoma  churchwoman,  Gladys 
Lewis,  and  the  Texas-based  SBC  pres¬ 
ident,  Jimmy  Allen,  affirmed  the 
church  as  the  arena  and  the  sense  of 
God’s  calling  as  basic  for  ministry. 

“No  better  laboratory  for  learning 
exists  than  the  local  church  —  espe¬ 
cially  for  women,”  Lewis  said.  “'The 
chui^  is  where  we  begin  and  end,  nur¬ 
tured  to  a  call  to  return  to  minister.” 

“Nothing  can  keep  anyone  from 
being  successful  if  they  are  following 
the  call  of  God.”  Allen  counseled.  “No 
matter  their  color  or  gender,  the  sense 
of  God’s  calling  makes  for  an  unde- 
featable  spirit.” 

In  dialog  groups  participants  sum¬ 
marized  the  relevance  of  the  Consulta¬ 
tion.  and  identified  issues  —  those 
needing  attention,  those  not  surfaced 
during  the  three-day  gathering.

Mrs.  Cranberry  admits  that  she 
misses  the  UO  or  more  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  of  Spanish  and  journalism  she 
usually  has  at  this  time  of  the  year,  but 
she  is  finding  her  new  way  of  life  as  full 
of  wonder  and  delight  as  it  always  has 
been.

MC  Will  Use  Marketing  Techniqu< 
In  Recruitment  Of  New  Students 


UUlizii^  marketing  techniques  for 
the  recruitment  ot  college  studmts  is  a 
relatively  new  idea,  iMt  Mississippi 
College  is  experimenting  with  just 
such  an  innovative  appro^. 

At  the  recent  Admissions  workshop 
sponsored  by  the  Education  Commis¬ 
sion,  SBC.  Lois  Ann  Lewis,  represent- 
i^  Mississippi  College,  told  the  90  pv- 
ticipants  that  “the  ‘product’  admis¬ 
sions  counselors  must  sell  is  the  in¬ 
stitution  itself." 

The  annual  workshop  attracted  ad¬ 
missions  personnel  from  42  of  the 
junior  and  senior  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  which  Southern  Bap^ts  sup¬ 
port.  Though  all  the  institutions  have 
not  yet  adopted  “the  marketing  in  ad¬ 
missions”  approach,  statistics  do  in¬ 
dicate  that  Baptist  Colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities  have  done  an  ex^lent  job  of 
“selling”  their  respective  schools. 
While  college  enrollments  nationally 
show  a  decline,  enrollments  at  Baptist 
institutions  have  increased  by  31  per 
cent  in  the  past  ten  years. 

To  insure  continued  increases  in  en¬ 
rollment,  the  use  of  marketing 
techniques  is  essential.  But  how  does 
marketing  relate  to  admissions? 
Lewis,  an  assistant  professor  of  busi¬ 
ness  with  experience  in  admissions, 
states  that  “the  use  of  marketing  in 
■doing  admissions'  is  simply  the  basic 
application  of  a  philoso^y  of  doing 
bu^ness  that  has  proved  itself  to  be 
successful  in  the  corporate  world  to  the 
administration  of  higher  education. 
We  all  do  marketing.  It  is  simply  a 
question  of  deciding  how  best  to  do  it.  ” 

She  identifies  Hve  functions  of  mar¬ 
keting  which  are  relative  to  admis¬ 
sions: 

*  1 )  planning  to  set  marketing  goals 

(2)  identifying  the  public  to  uMch 
the  institution  will  appeal 

(3)  doing  research  to  learn  students’ 
needs  and  preferences 

(4)  developing  a  product 

(5)  developing  a  mix  of  admissions 
strategies. 

By  incorporating  these  techniques 
into  an  admissions  program,  the  col¬ 
lege  is  able  to  meet  student  needs  and 
at  the  same  time  assure  economic  life 
for  the  institution. 

Alumni,  parents,  faculty,  staff,  and 
community  residents  constitute  im¬ 
portant  secondary  markets,  but  the 
primary  market,  the  group  that  should 
claim  priority  attention,  is  the  pro¬ 
spective  studmt. 

By  implementing  this  marketing 


approach  to  recruituig,  small,  private 
colleges  stand  a  better  chance  of  at¬ 
tracting  peple  w  o  have  thought 
through  what  they  want  to  gain  from  a 
collet  education.  No  one  wants  a 
“hit-and-miss”  student  body.  If  an 
admissions  office  functions  with  a 
marketing  concept,  the  personnel 
adopt  the  ^losophy  that  the  students’ 
nee^  are  the  economic  and  social  jus¬ 
tification  for  the  college  or  university.
